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Writtle, near Chelmsford. Writtle, about three miles 
from Chelmsford, has declined as Chelmsford has risen, 
being especially ill-used by Fate and a Bishop of London, 
who deflected from it the public highway into Suffolk and 
Norfolk. It is a pretty place nevertheless, with a moat 
which once surrounded a palace of King John, and several 
handsome monuments in the old church shown here. 
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
